CIGARETTES... 


By HERMES MARTIN 


When doctors worry, that’s news! And they 
worried after hearing this candid report!

findings, its contents was enough to make the 
assembled doctors sit up and take grave 

For five years, between 1955 and 1960, the 
reporting doctors revealed, they had been 
collecting tissue samples from the four lobes 
of .the lungs of every person autopsied at the 
Veterans Administration Hospital in East 
Orange, N. J. where Dr. Auerbach, a patho¬ 
logist, is senior medical investigator. Dr. 
Hammond is the chief of the research sec¬ 
tion of the American Cancer Society's Medi¬ 
cal Affairs section in New York. 

Some 1,592 sets of specimens were col¬ 
lected by Dr. Auerbach. The preliminary 
findings were based on 242 of these speci¬ 
mens. The pair worked singly and in tan¬ 


dem. The experiment worked something like 
this: 

Dr. Auerbach would study sections of tis¬ 
sues microscopically, noting physical changes 
in lung materials. He did not know whether 
a slide came from the lung of a smoker or a 
non-smoker. 

Dr. Hammond did. His job consisted of 
talking to people who had known the subject 
and his smoking habits. He also checked 
whether the subject lived in city or country, 
his occupation, etc. 

Thus, Hammond's findings and those of 
his colleague, would then be studied for re¬ 
lationship. It was found, both doctors re¬ 
vealed in their report, that correlation 
strongly indicated tobacco smoke was the 
chief cause of four major changes in lung 


Here Is What Happens 

Tobacco smoke caused the following 
changes to take place: 

a) there was a thickening (fibrosis) of the 
walls of minute air sacs whose function is to 
feed oxygen to small blood vessels that or¬ 
dinarily carry purified blood to the heart. 

b) these air sacs were found ruptured. 

c.) there was thickening of walls of the 

small arteries fed by these blood vessels. 

What these changes did. individually and/ 
or collectively, was to cut down the body’s 
oxygen supply, thus forcing the right side 
of the heart to pump harder to bring enough 
oxygenated blood from the lungs. 

These conclusions were not speculative. 
They were proven fact—based on 242 cases 
analyzed. In every case, body failures were 
traced to smoking! Just how badly the pa¬ 
tient (subject) was affected was clearly 

shown-since the degree of damage 

could be correlated with the amount and 
kind of smoking. Heavy smokers suffered 
heavy damage. 

Significantly, lesser amounts of damage 
were found in the organs of those who proved 
to be former cigarette smokers. As a result 
Auerbach and Hammond are ready to em¬
